the stort js , the tates about win ie 


America and the establishment nol 
being able to deal with Black nationale 
ism t Well they have been* They'm 
built foundations, you fmow , thé Ford 
Foundation, Rockefeller Foundation, 
and so forth, They bought them o ff 
How do we stop those things from 
happening. As far as Fm concemed 
our dialect tc t our intentions, our goals 
are sa mutuaUy exclusive to those of 
our opposition, that l can't see any- 
where we can find anything to agree 
on* And r we have to stop it right from 
the begirming* In other words, no ac- 
ceptance of tekens, none whatsoever, 
in the building of the People's world* 
We do it on our own*. We do it with 
our oxm facilities * And to say that 
we can't do it, to say that we don*t 
havé the personnel, that we don't have 
the fman dal means is just like saying 
that producers can't produce, that 
breadmakers can't make bread, We 
don'i need them * ThaFs the whole paini* 
So wé stop them by barring them com - 
pletely from our program* 

We can't limit ourselves to any one 
particular farm of struggle; b\d Fm 
Saying that the people who are given 
the rcsponsibility of decidmg which 
facilities that we*ll take and use for 
our oi m t for the building of the infra- 
structu re, for our own, i thtnk that 
these people shouid use extreme eau - 
/ion and atways bear in mind that the 
widertying motive is tokenism, and at 
alt times be - cynicah Take, yes ; 6uf ( 
take it in the spirit of reparations, 
and reparations only * 

We have a veryy ue>y, very touchy, 
fundamental problem ; and, I ihink it 
begins with the ideal - l don'i think 
we fully onderstand the pertod or stage 
that we' re in right mm, the stage of 
the struggle that we're in right nou\ 
The ideal sitvation, whereeach man can 
be a man, can be un tndividual » and 
I don'! mean in the existentialist sense - 
where each man can be truly frec, to 
make deeïsims on hts own* Make 
decisions on hi$ ovm, and from hts 
öu*ï mrru/* H'a /JOeerT/ reached that 

Pw i inui'd on xr\ r r vgf 
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point _ye/; and it migid be 2,00b years 
bef ore we reach that patri, Rtgfti reotp, 
at thé present, to think that that thing 
i$ po&sible i$ verging on anarchy. And 
l seriously feel that the problem lies 
in the fact that .je don’t understand 
whci Democratie Centralisni means , 
and its fnnction and its power, and it s 
power iü alt af mr movement. I really, 
seriously don*l believe that anything 
can hi accompli shed without Demi* 
cratic Centralism at this stage, be- 
eause we’ve inherited things from 
thousands and thousands af years ago 
into our character, into our beings. 
In particutar, we*m inherited things 
omr the last 300 years of capitalism 
and over the last few decades of fas¬ 
cism, corporatmsm , We've inherited 
things that disallow us from, lePssay, 
egalitarian conduel . / think we have to 
recognize that, and t eulers tand that out 
movement kas to be carried by,guided 
by discipUned and sincere , bid vr- 
gamzed, Democratie Centralisme 

Power, in its essence, has a growth 
process t jast like everything elsa. IJ 


we snatch that thing up out of it$ 
process and hok at das it u ; A$, we* re 
looking al a thing thaVs dead. It*s a 
thing in process, fust iike everything 
else. It goes through a state of m- 
fancy, maturity and then, of course, 
decline. The prestige of power at its 
maturity is a thing that wilt prevent 
people from actmg against that power. 
This pig is a psychological thing * a 
state of being wherein the bourgeoisie 
reign of terror need nol rely cm vio- 
fence to sustain riself* ITs relying 
on something that iiappened in the 
past, or sQtne accomplisUmcnt, or 
som t, leVs say, coup, that went dowi 
in the past, where il secured ttself. 
And H's drift ing at this pomt, the 
prestige of power means that U’s 
drift ing at this point and living off éts 
laurets. At Uns stage, people just are 
not inchned to attack that power. So , 
consequently. our first attack is on 
the prestige of pow r m Thai was Jona¬ 
than* s job, to de stro/ the prestige of 
power, the iconoclast ic act of crus hing 
symbris. Once these symbols are 
entshed, and people s&e that they are 
vwwrabtet then we ean move on lo 
tfi 3 ic/ual dest ruction of the basis of 
pover. Bzcause power, aft er, af ter 
he destructimof the prestige of power, 
j ,mw wilt be tor eed to revert back 
to is original farce, raw brute force 
- violence, 

First of alt, Td The to clear up a 
coup Ie of point $ in that area that have 
co me up, criticisms of mj parUctdar 
analysis of fascism, First, / would 
like to state mequivocally that com¬ 
plete totalitarianism , the perfect to- 
tatitarum state is impossibte. We*va 
had 6,000 years of hierarchy; we*ve 
had 6,000 years of attempts, of mm 
making attempts to place ihemsetves 
above society. It*s nemr worked; it r $ 
never worked. So, in essence, pure 
fascism, p»re totalitarianism is iïïi- 
possible, first of alL Then Td like to 
emphasize that fascism right front the 
beg inning - and ui hen l sav beginning, 
Tm going all the way back to the point 
wh&re monopoly captlai first starled its 
formol ion - the culmination of 
monopoly Capital toa$ the fascist cor- 
porative. And it toch different farms 
in different countviGs; and these dif¬ 
ferent farms were principalty account- 
able to ihedifferéngnatioml sUvations, 
the differing crises that the particular 
nat ion s tt?ere facing; and, of couisc, 
the differmce in time and place in 


history. And they each look a different 
form. in Spain, Francomm and the 
Spanish new state, that was one farm, 
Italian fascism, that uó5 om form; the 
Rumanian armed guard, that was cme^ 
form; then, of course, the naïional 
sociatism of Cermany, that wasmother 
form altogether; Peronism f that ivas 
another form - that has to be examined 
very carefully * because there were 
severat asides that altered it from the 
other farms that sioepl Europe * The 
Principal difference betweenPeronism 
and the thing that Vargas pulled off 
in Brazil fs that though both those 
countries were under the influence, 
the sphere of mftucnce of the United 
States, and, in effect, they were really 
neo-colonies and had hmn ever since 
the Monroe Doctrine - actualty their 
(Argcntina*s Peronism) particxdar 
brand of fas. tsm w .s in a wiy (this 
is q very abstract and com)licated 
qitestion) - Uns particxdar form lended 
to mirror the samc thing that went 
doe*, here m this country, Peron dis- 
guised hts parUcuiar fascism o!mest 
as a benefit to the worker$. I maan 
and disguised it more so than the thing 
in Cermany , The thing in Germany 
iOu$ oulnghl slavery, It wis tibe, as 
far as Tm concemed, my readoig of 
history, it looked like almost a re- 
verston to the slave state. Wïwreas 
Peron tms shreivd >nntgh to try to 
keep a balance - a real balance, not 
reet, bid, Iet r s say, a supetyicial 
ba la nee - bet w en the unrking ciass 
and the nding ciass - which is just 
abojtl wltai happemd here in this 
CQJ ttry - and paralleled a brand, thé 
particular brand of corporalive fos- 
cism here in this country. 

Important in the imderstanding of 
fascism, I be lieve, is not to confuse 
the different dimensiens of the move- 
ment. And, m firstly concede that it 
is a movement, a thing, like I said, 
al the opemng of monopoly captlai . 
First ii*s obvious that mee monopoly 
capital started forming, ohi bour¬ 
geoisie democracy begon to die, in 
process. As Monopoly capital look 
over poltUcal rufó, the politieel rule 
of, leTs term it, bourgeoisie demo - 
cracy started dtmmi&hing. And at the 
end of that process, like I said, the 
culmination ofthatproc i Ss, mis almost 
total centralizatian, So U's nof a 
question of coup, it*s nol a qmstion of 
a eer tam up ris ing of a small politi- 
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cal economie ascendancy destroying 
the old bourgeoisie, democratie nde - 
that mie was being destroyed in 
proces $ right from the incepUon of 
monopoly Capital, Fr om there I think 
it*s important to understand that the 
men who assimilated themselves are 
fascists, the fasetst man, who as- 
similated himsetf upon the society, 
the character who pictured himsetf or 
projected himsetf as being eventuQÏiy 
that cat mechanating at the center and 
above society, he knew alt along what 
he tvas doing, In the first store, the 
firsi dimemion, he emphasizei the 
decadence of laissez^jaire capUaltsm; 
he emphasized the decadence, 1 sup- 
pose, the death of bourgeoisie demo- 
cracy . He emphasized that . And some 
of those statements that w ere made 
prior to fascist takeover, prior to the 
fascist sweep in Burope, some of those 
Statements can almost he considered 
anti-capitaiist statements, 

Now, that* s the fitst face, tee first 
li mens ton right there, The secona i;- 
mension would come aft er they’ve 
seized power , bid utere yet insecure , 
ThaVs the spectacular stage that we 
see on T, V. f that we see in the marnes, 
where doors are kicked doivn and people 
are bang machine-gvnned, herded ofj 
to camps - like here in r hts country, 
pul in jaits - the Communist Party 
hanned, and forced to luritc into thetr 
constiiiUion a statement thai went like 


this, "Anyone t oho advocates the violent 
ouerthrow of the United States is 
subject to expulston front the PartyJ* 
ThaVs the second, spectacular stage, 
But the third stage is the stage wherem 
fascism is a secured thing, cor - 
porativtsm. Can anyone lookaromd the 
United States and say that this is not 
a corporaüm state? With the oldguard, 
the point they at tempt to use to per- 
snode us that fascism is not a mature 
fascism in ihts country yet is a very 
simp listic idea, that FDR (Frank! m D, 
Roosevelt} and the Few Deal and the 
thing during the war were actually an 
attempt to create a welfare state, 
Fothing coidd be more ridicutous, Can 
you believe the United States would 
today encompass a welfare state, No- 
thing couid be more ridtcuïous , FDR 
was a fasetst, Roosevelt uws a fas~ 
eist. And the thing that went down 
during the r 3Ö*s and ' wjcïs not jus t 
similor, bid it was exact ly the same 
thing with natioml differences t natioml 
differ snees, it uk:* the same thing that 
went down in Italy, Rumania, Spain , 
Germany, or Argentma, Braztl, ir$ 
the same thing, They first attempted to 
close the economy and use the surplus 
capital of accumülation to worh put 
problcms that should have been worked 
out long ago right here in the United 
States, And tkat's the essence of the 
whale closed economy idea. Expansion, 
at that point, wasn't working any more; 
it wasrft possible because the various 


Western nations t or advanced tndus- 
trial States, had expanded to the pomt 
where expansion 'vas na langer 
possible, So they clos^i theireconomy 
and starled such projects as the 
electrification of a rail rood in Italy, ! 
refnember; and the draining of 
marshes, remember. And then (of 
uoufse, you don't remember, bui you’ve | 
read about it), in Germany, reerma- \ 
ment was the thing, fn the United States, 1 
we had T, V.A. (Tinnessee Valley .4?*- 
thority), remember - you know t they 
built the big dam over the Ternessee 
River and put people to worp, mak e- 
work, They were re-allocating invest- 
rnenta, tuming them inward, the closed 
economy tdea, -Atï^ uien, the CCC 
camps, so forth like that, the SQme 
type of projects, the same type of 
economics, stiff regulations on the im- ■ 
port-export thing, To be certain that 
the balance that axisted in aparticutar 
nation’s favor, the poli tics and the ec~ [ 
onom:cs wöre the same, the xacl 
santé, urith ju$t slight variatitms , ac- 
cording to the par'icular nationalstate 
of cüpitalisi diiapidation, 

Once secure and in power - in fhe 
r fnited States *hat point mas reacned 
during ihe vlcCarihy era - once secure 
and in power, it was possible for ihem 
then to allow some dissent. II was 
possible then for ihem to have a C,P 
(Communist Party), just so long as 
that C.P, didrdt have any teeth; U 
was possible, then, for them to allow 
us toform ivhat c t peared to be an op- 
position party. Bui, to make my 
point very clear, a real opposiUm 
party did come into existence, The , 
ÏÏFP r Black Panther Party, What hap * 
pêned. What happened - they reveried , 
hack to *he second stage, back to the 
second dimension, They were kickhw 
doors in and killing people, It*$ preiiy 
obvious, it’s pretty obvious that a 
mature fascism exists in this country ? * 
/; exists in d.sguise, and the dis- \ 
guise takes the fortn of all those idiotie, 
rid:eulous stal^ments about j welfare 
state. Ij anybady with any intelligente 
a * au can look at the United States and 
come up wi:h a condusion that this is 
c* welfare state or any semblancc of ^ 
welfare state, ir$ pure chicanery t on 
e vas ion of fact, derelictivn of duty, 
and in möS * cases what they’re dorie 
!s r < ol!y cleaning up the jact that they

he was given the rank oj General and 


Field Marshal * Be wa$ in charge of 
the prison recruiting, andalsohe would 
go on with his life as a revolutionary 
example, which was the most important 
tking that one can ever do, because 
that cannot be killed, 

i say that the legendary figure is 
al sa a her o, George Jackson was my 
he ro> He set a Standard for prisoners p 
pü/iJicai prisoners, for people. He 
shoiced the lovc t the strength, the re- 
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volutionary fervor that’s charac- 
teristic of any soldier for the people. 
So we know that spiritual things can 
only manifest themselves in some 
physical act, through a physical me- 
chanism. I saw prisoners, who knew 
about thss legendary figure, actinsuch 
a way, putting hts ideas to life; so 
Iherefore the spirit hecame o life. 
And I wQuid like to say today George's 
body has fallen, hut hi$ spirit goes on, 
because his ideas live. And toe wf'ïï see 
that these ideas stay ali vu, because 
they'll be mamfesled in out bodiesand 
in these young Panthers* bodies, who 
are our children. So it's a true saying 
that there witl be revolution from one 


gene rat ion to the next, 

What kind of Standard did George 
Jackson set . First , that he twos a 
strong man, he ioas determined, fidt 
of loue , streng Ui, dedicotion to the 
people’s cause , without fear . He lived 
the life that we must praise , It uws a 
life, no matter houi he was oppressed , 
no matter how wrongly Jte iwas done, 
he stilt kept the love for the people. 
And this is why he feit no pain in 
gtuing up his lifeforthepeople’s cause. 

The state itseljsets the stage for the 
kind of contradiction or violmce that 
oceurs in the world , that occurs in the 
prisons , The ruling circïeof the United 


States has terrorized the world. The 
state has the audacity to say they have 
the right to kilL They say they have o 
death penalty and it*$ legaL Bid ï say 
by the of nature that no death 

penalty cml be legal - it*s only cold- 
blooded murder . It gims spur to ali 
sorts of violenee, because every mofl 
has a contract mth htmsetf, that he 
must keep himself aliva at all costs. 
So the state uith legality could only, 
at best, hald one, confine me for a 
later period of negotiation aboul the 
wrong. And even if the state does wrong 
some ti mes, maybe it could make 
iegal by saying that we unll go aiong 
with these terong ocjfs vs as 

long as we cm négotiaie them soms 
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other Ume, Bul of course with the 
death penalty, of course with the kind 
of molence that xve see in our com- 
munity where the police are atso the 
executhners, we don't have this chance 
o/ negotiahan. They have the audacity 
to say that people shoidd deliver o life 
to them without a Struggle; bid none 
of its can accept that m George Jackman 
had êuery right, every right to do 
every thing possible to preserve his 
life and the life of his comrades, the 
Ufo of the People , 


George Jackson t even aft er his death, 
is a tegendary figure and a her o, He 
must be - to the oppressor, This is 
true f I know it*s truc, because of the 
wcrds of the oppressor ; To cover their 
murder they say that George Jackson 
killed five people, five oppressors t 
(and) wounded three in the run of 3Q 
seconds. You know, sometimes J like 


they wUI grow up trying to live by the 
Standard that George Jackson set , 
George Jackson, even after his death t 
you see, is going on living in q very 
real way ; a fter alt, the 

greatvsl thing that we have is the idea 
and our spirit, because it can be passed 
m * Not in the superstitious sense, bui 
m the sense that urfien we say something 
or we live a certain way, then when 
this can be passed on toanotherperson, 
then life goes on , And that person 
somehow lives, because the Standard 
tftat he set and the Standard that he 
lived by will go on living .

l returned to this idear who were

mired his book and the people, but 
entire peoples, whole countrïesof men- 
for whom he wrote, deep to the bo- 
wels of Soledad Prison, 

The failure of the Vietnam war, the 
devaluatton of the dollar, the world- 
wide requesiioning of White America 
and of lts mor als - rhe ghetros can only 
snear at all that, From certaln 
signs one reallzes that America is 
afratd; it is the most afraid of the 
Blacks with in lts boundartes, whom 
it suspects are becoming Increasingly 
intelligent. America had Malcoïm X 
killed; it killed Martin Luther King, 
Last year prison correctlonal officer 
Mills shot, for sport, three Black 
prisoners in the ree re at ion yard of 
Soledad Prison, The police killed 
eight Black students in Georgia, They 
put Bobby Seale in prison and gagged 
him during the Chic ago trial; they con- 
demned ïluey P* Newton; Angela Ha vis 
is now in tbeir clutches in the San 
Rafael jail, Buc rhe premeditated rrrnr- 
der of George Jackson is a sign, and 
thls time a visible sign, that America 


is afraid and that her power is tn* 
exorably wantng* America is getting 
edgey, Californla doesn'teven have time 
now to create for herself the suitable 
attractive image. Ilie death of George 
Jackson means that the Blacks, Chi¬ 
canes, radicals are maktng themselves 
heard more and more.

that Jackson bad been in prison for 11 
years for bcing involved in a $70 theft. 

In these 11 years, Jackson learried to 
write and to think, The American police 
shot him down.
